O R D E R  

Garrison-Quincy-Ky-0-Heights Water District ("Garrison District") has applied to 

the Commission for authority to adjust its rates pursuant to Administrative Regulation 

807 KAR 5076 ,  the alternative rate filing procedure for small utilities. In its filing, 

Garrison District requested permission to file its rate application pursuant to 

Administrative Regulation 807 KAR 5:076 and to deviate from certain requirements of 

that regulation. 

Administrative Regulation 807 KAR 5076 applies to utilities with 500 or fewer 

customers or $300,000 or less of gross annual revenues. It provides a simplified and 

less expensive procedure by which small utilities may apply for rate increases. Garrison 

District does not meet the threshold requirements for using this procedure in that it has 

more than 500 customers and more than $300,000 in annual revenues. However, 

Garrison District, in all other respects, substantially meets the requirements for the 

alternative filing procedure. 

Administrative Regulation 807 KAR 5001, Section 14, provides the Commission 

with the authority to permit deviations from its regulations for good cause shown. 



Having reviewed the filing and being otherwise sufficiently advised, the Commission 

finds that good cause exists to grant the requested deviation and that Garrison District 

should be allowed to use the alternative rate filing procedure for small utilities. 

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that Garrison District's request for permission to 

deviate from filing requirements set forth in Administrative Regulation 807 KAR 5076 is 

granted.
